Stewards Contemplating 

Racing In The Fall Provided 
The War Does Not Interfere 
By J. Fairfax-Blakeborough 


The Stewards of the Jockey Club 
have publicly expressed the hope 
that it may be possible to hold some 
race meetings in the Autumn. I im- 
agine that what the ruling body has 
mainly in view is the St. Leger and 
the bloodstock sales, rather than a 
general resumption. Many bloodstock 
breeders are wanting rid of their 
room for this 
year’s crop of foals. Some will be 
compelled to sell the former at any 
price and the Sept. sales would pro- 
vide a market of sorts—a very poor 
one it is feared. So it seems possible 
that after all the St. Leger may be 
run—not at Doncaster but a substi- 
tute race at Newmarket. It is obvious 
that no definite statement as to fu- 
ture Turf engagements can be made 
in view of the fact that Great Britain 
is now in the front line and that no- 
one knows from day to day what may 
happen, or what further restrictions 
may be imposed on the population 
and its movements. It is equally ob- 
vious that those owners who have 
kept their horses in training are an- 
xious for something a little more de- 
finite than ‘hopes’ of the resumption 
of racing if they are to continue the 
horses in the

Monday July 8 
While our master was 
in her bed with a bad case of the 
sniffles, we took Hounds out, meet- 
ing at Jaeckall’s. We drew southeast 
toward the dunes, where Hounds 
picked up a line, which they worked 
all the way over to Miacomet Pond 
and into the bottom end of Jaeck- 
all’s field. It took them a long time 
to work up to their hare as scent 
wasn’t awfully good, but they work- 
ed it out beautifully. The hare jump- 
ed up and ran to the north corner 
of the field and then out onto the 
moor. About a mile further on, she 
turned east down to Miacomet Pond, 
from where she doubled back and 
ran up towards the farm, along the 
dirt road, which edges the field. 
Here scent failed and, though 
Hounds picked up bits of the line 
every now and then, they were never 
able to get going again. 
We then cast them 
hummocks and drew beyond Bart- 
letts. After a blank twenty minutes, 
a hare finally jumped up southwest 
of the farm, and headed for the 
dunes. Scent, at this point, seemed 
to be improving as Hounds hit the 
line and were away at a triffic pace. 
The hare turned west up along the 
beach, past Sisco and ‘across Hum- 
mocks Pond Road, into the _ pine 
field. Finding the Hounds still be- 
hind her, she came out again and 
ran all the way back to Bartletts, 
where she turned down to the dunes. 
Hounds were almost on top of her, 
when they came to a halt on the 
sand. We viewed a very tired hare 
going across the sand in front of 
Reed Pond, so we took Hounds up 
after a fat hunt, on which we cov- 
ered about three miles.

We met at Surfside this morning 
with nine and a half couple and a 
small but enthusiastic field of ten.

and betters; have slept on much 
more comfortable and softer beds 
than the kennel benches; and have 
passed their days,—and sometimes 
their nights, hunting what and when 
they listed. All that is over,—at least 
should be over—though I am afraid 
that in some places far too little at- 
tention is paid to the discipline and 
feeding of those youngsters on whose 
upbringing the future of the pack 
depends. 

In a recent letter to me, a young 
Master of Fox Hounds, just start- 
ing on his career as an amateur 
huntsman, wrote a few sentences 
which I think sum up the situation 
perfectly. Speaking of a pack which 
he has just acquired, he says:- “I 
think I can understand the perso- 
nality of every one of the Hounds. 
They are just like a bunch of little 
schoolboys, bold ones and timid ones, 
cocksure and rowdy ones, and quiet, 
confident and competent ones’’. This 
statement was made by an American, 
with absolutely no experience of 
Hounds, but, unless I miss my guess, 
he will go far as a huntsman; and 
many an older and more experienced 
man would do well to take a leaf 
out of his book. 


If you have got a_ professional 
huntsman who knows his business, 
he will know all this; but remember 
that many professional huntsmen 
have not had the educational advant- 
ages that you have, and that their 
methods may be crude and perhaps 
rough, which in some cases might re- 
sult in breaking a Hound’s spirit. 
In many packs of American Hounds 
which I have seen, the spirit of in- 
dependence has been fostered to such 
a degree that the pack has absolutely 
no discipline at all. It is perfectly 
natural for a young Hound at walk to 
indulge his instinct for the chase by 
hunting, and if posible catching and 
killing, anything;—particularly rab- 
bits and hares; but in a pack of Fox- 
hounds, this must be broken. We all 
know the first two verses of Whyte- 
Melville’s “The King of the Kennel.” 


“The bitch from the Belvoir, 
the dog from the Quorn 
“The pick of their litter our 
puppy was born:

These verses seem to me to sum 
up the spirit of a properly brought- 
up young Hound, but it must be re- 
membeed that in order to possess 
this spirit, he must be well and fit 
in mind and body. No matter how 
experienced your huntsman or kennel 
huntsman is, do not leave things to 
him until you have made certain by 
careful observation that his methods 
are correct ones, and that his pre- 
cepts are carried out intelligently. 
If he is inclined to be secretive, if 
he tells you that so-and-so is his 
method and that he does not care to 
change it,—it is high time that you 
got another; that is not the sort of 
man you want. Remember that a 
good huntsman should be only too 
glad to help his Master in any way 
that he Most 
huntsmen will be eager to do_ so. 
When I was a youngster, I had as 


possibly can. good 


my first huntsman a man who was 
noted for his bad temper and his un- 
willingness to work with others. 


But he was a sportsman, and when 
he found that I was not only willing 
to learn, but that I had read and 
studied the works of great Masters, 
he was only too ready to help in 
every way he could; and to talk over 
the conditions under which we were 
working, and to modify his own 
methods accordingly.

Nor have I spoken of 
that almost universal English custom 
of ‘“‘rounding’’, the removal of the 
tip of a foxhound’s ears, which saves 
them many a tear and abrasion when 
at work in thick coverts.

WHAT IS CORINTHIAN? 








The term Corinthian has always been sufficiently vague when applied to 
the Hunter Classes in horse shows to permit of a wide variation of applica- 
tion The interpretations of this term when used by committeemen and 
judges of Horse Shows whether members of the A. H. S. A. or not, can cause 
discrepancies that are unfair to the exhibitor who intends to abide strictly 
by the letter of the law as laid down, not only by the literal meaning of the 
torm Corinthian, but also as interpreted in the Rules of the American Horse 
Shows Association As there is such a broad use made of the Corinthian 
Class, in spite of the rules laid down, it would seem that an even more Care- 
ful definition of Corinthian should be made by the Rules Committee if pos- 
sible or some action taken to insure that the present ruling be more faithfully 
followed by exhibitors. If this is not possible, then for the good faith of 
rules and regulations, another term than Corinthian ought to be used. 

Corinthian according to Webster’s Dictionary is a Greek term for citizens 
of Corinth. These people were gay, licentious, with great wealth. Corin- 
thians according to Webster, were given to luxurious dissipation. When ap- 
plied to a modern age a Corinthian is a “Fashionable man about town, a 
man of means, given to sport, who drives his own horses, sails his own yacht 
or the like.” 

The American Horse Shows Assaociation have always been somewhat con- 
length a Corinthian Class 


founded by how best to interpret this term. At 
in the January 1938 


eontest was held, the conditions for which appeared 
issue of ‘“‘Horse Show” and the results of which were incorporated in the 
1940 Rule Book of the American Horse Shows Association. The definition 
states simply: “to be ridden by amateur members of a recognized hunt club 
Performance, manners, way of going and brilliancy, 60% ; 


in hunting attire 
25%; appointments, 15%. 


conformation, quality, substance and soundness, 
Emphasis on brilliancy.” 

Briefly the problem boils down not so much to how judges are going to 
select a Hunter that best fits the term Corinthian; the Association seems to 
have settled that fairly comprehensively with the word, brilliancy, nor is 
there any doubt as to who is to be allowed to ride in a Corinthian Class, be- 
cause the Rules state specifically that ‘In all Corinthian classes the riders 
must be members of (or in the case of a subscription pack) fully accredited 
subscribers to) a recognized or registered Hunt Rather the difficulty lies 
in applying the word Corinthian to the horse and the rider. 

The judge looks for brilliancy in the horse. Must he also look for bril- 
liancy in the rider? The trouble seems to lie in the fact that the term Cor- 
inthian cannot actually be applied to a horse for a horse is not an amateur, 
be is not a man of means who drives his own horses or sails his own yacht. 
A number of judges take this into consideration and duly judge the horse 
for conformation, soundness and way of going and look to the rider for the 
attributes of a true Corinthian whom Shakespeare described as ‘‘a man of 
mettle, a good boy’’. Other judges seem to look to the horse for Corinthian 
attributes in spite of the fact that ‘“‘there ain’t no such animal” and totally 
disregard the question of the rider’s qualifications as a Corinthian. This 
latter class seems to be in the majority for in many Shows recognized by the 
American Horse Shows Association and acting under their rules, those who 
are riding in Corinthian Classes have no possible qualification for this office. 
They are good riders, good horsemen, their appointments are perfect, but 


they are not sportsmen as the term Corinthian implies, they are not men of 
wealth who drive their own teams and sail their own yachts. In short they 
are that very excellent group who manage stables, ride and show horses for 
a living and who definitely do not pay a subscription to a recognized hunt, 
as a Corinthian would do by sitting down and writing a check from an ample 
bank balance. 

In practically every show there seems to be an almost complete disregard 
for the Corinthian element, the amateur emphasis, which the Corinthian 
Class should represent far more than any other . Corinthians are the swells 
of the neighborhood. Granted they are as scarce as hen’s teeth, but if there 
are no more Corinthians to be had, then the fact should be faced and the rule 
state: A class for a Corinthian type of hunter, if there can be such a thing, 
open to an amateur or professional dressed in hunting attire. Just to keep 
the record straight, it would seem better still to have a Corinthian Class for 
that vanishing race of sportsmen who can drive their own horses, whenever 
the class can fill, and if it cannot fill, then abandon the term Corinthian as 
some queer old tradition of things long ago, and make the class one for a 
brilliant hunter with a brilliant rider, amateur or professional up.

two to Scotland and to the north of 
England where race tracks are avail- 
able. The National Hunt Committee 
invariably takes its cue from the 
Jockey Club and up to now no dates 
have been allocated for Jumping 
meetings. It may be taken for grant- 
ed that if it is found practicable to 
hold some flat race fixtures. this 
Autumn, there will also be jumping 
meetings arranged. These will nec- 
essarily be limited in view of many 
racecourses being required for other 
purposes and the possibility that 
more may be commandeered in the 
winter months. The whole question 
depends entirely on future events re- 
garding which no-one can even specu- 
late. It seems unlikely that under 
such conditions of uncertainty the 
small owners, who are the backbone 
of National Hunt sport, will send 
steeplechasers and hurdlers_ into 
training. Many of them are men of 
who 





small means—true sportsmen 
cannot afford to pay trainer’s fees 
with no chance of picking up a stake 
and backing one of their horses when 
it wins to help to pay expenses. 

This week J had a letter from my 
old trainer friend Mr. J. McGuigan, 
who tells me that the horses still 
under his charge are doing lots of 
slow cantering work and walking in 
the sea so that they could be got fit 
immediately there was a chance of 
the starting gate going up. A few 
other trainers are also keeping two- 
year-olds and colts fit by long slow 
work, though they have not the ad- 
vantage of the sea shore nearby. 
Apart altogether from the value of 
sands to gallop on when the ground 
elsewhere is hard, sea air has a won- 
derful toning up effect on horses and 
sea water is better for their legs than 
all the bandages and embrocations 
I have rarely 
known horses sent to the sea side 


ever manufactured. 


from inland stables which have not 
so benefited by the change that they 
have won races after a week or two 
by ‘the briny’. Especially is this the 
case with thoroughbreds which are 
shy feeders, or which have an ‘it’ 
about their legs. Many trainers an- 
nually send some such animals to the 
sea but this year the coast is closed, 
and were it otherwise, trainers’ box- 
es are unoccupied, for many stables 
have closed down. Last week Mr. R. 
S. Clarke’s horses left Harry Pea- 
cock’s Richmond establishment for 
Glasgow, where they were shipped 
to their owner in U. §. A., to race 
there. About sixty other horses own- 
ed by Americans have also been sent 
to the States by various English 
trainers, and it will be interesting 
to watch their careers when they 
have recovered from the voyage. 
Col. Lundgren’s horses have gone 
to his place in the Argentine and a 
number belonging to other owners 
have been sent to Ireland. These in- 
clude the string Sir Hugh Nugent 
had in training at Lambourn. Sir 
Hugh, of course, knows Irish racing 
backwards which makes all the dif- 
ference. He has a place in West- 
meath and his family has raced and 
hunted in Ireland for generations. 

No-one seems to know yet what 
has happened to bloodstock owned 
by Americans and others located in 
France, nor is the future of the 
French Turf at all clear. 

I have not heard of any owners 
who have availed themselves of the 
opportunities offered by the Quebec 
Racing Assn., or the Ontario Jockey 
Club to send horses to Canada to 
race. The expense and risk would 
be considerable, and it would take 
imported horses some weeks to suf-
